COPY OF GERMAN 
TREATY WITH U. S. 


IS RECEIVED HERE 


‘A copy of the treaty of friendship, | 


commerce and consular rights between | 
the United States and Germany has 
just been received by the Atranta | 
district office of the department of 
commerce in the Federal building and 
is available for consultation,, accord- 
ing to Harry O. Mitchell, acting dis- | 
trict manager. 

This treaty was originaliy nego- 
tiated in 1923, signed at Washington 
on December 8 of that year, ratified 
with senate reservations and under- 


standings on February 10, 1925, rati- 
fied by the president on October 6, 
1925, and by Germany on August 20, 
and proclaimed October 14. 

As this is the first of the commer- 
cial treaties negotiated by the United | 
States under the new policy of un: | 
conditional most-favored-nation treat- 
ment, the document is valuable for 
more than its bearing on the trade 
with Germany since treaties with 
other countries are likely to follow 
this model. 

Trade with Germany has assumed 
special interest to Georgia’s manufac- 
turers and producers in view of -the 
fact that goods valued at nearly 
$30,000,000 were exported to Germany 
through Georgia ports during the cal- 
endar year 1924, making Germany our 
Eg customer in international 
trace,

The 
reports are prepared under the 
direction of a crop reporting board, 
at least three members of which 
must be supervisory field statisti- 
cians of the department of agrical- 
ture, located in different sections of 
the cotton-growing states. These 
estimates are reléased simultaneous- 
ly with the cotton ginning report of 
the bureau of the census.

As far as we know, typhoid fever 
always comes from a patient, a con-| 
vyalescent or a carrier. And now- 
adays the majority of cases or out- 
breaks of typhoid are from carriers, 
very seldom from polluted water or 
polluted food. Every one has heard 
about Typhoid Mary. ‘There have 
been numerous other’ instances of 
cooks or other food handlers mean- 
dering about infecting people who 
happen to partake of the food pre- 
pared or served by the unrecognized 
carrier. The carrier is a person who 
has had typhoid fever perhaps several 
years ago and who still harbors, per- 
haps about the bile tract, a focus of 
infection from which typhoid bacilli 
are given off by way of the intestinal 
excrement. I told here of an out- 
break of typhoid among the guests at 
a church supper, which happened in 
California, the responsible “carrier” 
in that instance being a good woman 
who contributed some of the dishes, 
and the germs she unwittingly con- 
tributed remained alive in spite of re- | 
heating of the food in the church hall 
stove before serving it.

In 
another examination of 300 persons 
in a community where t¥phoid was 
excessively prevalent a few years ago, 
31 carriers were discovered. Such ex- 
aminations of large groups of people 
in localities where typhoid is not un- 
duly prevalent, show an average of 
about one carrier for every 200 per- 
/80D8 examined.

GEORGIAN HONORED. 


Judge Charles H. Brand, of Ath 
ens, member of congress from th 
eighth district, has been appointe

According to the federal census 
of 1920, there were in the eleven 
wards of Atlanta 84,253 white men 
and women over 21 years of age. 
This is 42 per cent of the total pop- 
ulation at that time of 200,616. It 
is estimated that in the twelve 
wards, comprised in the present area 
of the city, there are 240,000 peo- 
ple. Applying the same percentage 
of possible voters that obtained in 
1920 would give 100,800 as the 
number of white men and women 
qualified by age to vote. 

The largest number ever regis- 
tered was in 1924. In September 
of that year the books of the regis- 
trar showed 26,740, or approxi- 
mately one in four of those over 21 
years of age. November 1 of this 
year there were 13,926 registered 
white voters, or about one for each 
7.2 of potential voters. 

Says the report: 


“To express the idea 
way, during the past few years on 
election days approximately 80 per 
cent of the white men and women of 
Atlanta have been disfranchised. Had 
this been done by legislative act there 
would, no doubt, have been an insur- 
rection on the part of the disfran- 
thised citizens. As it has come about 
by voluntary act of the citizens 
themselves in failing to register, it 
has caused little comment. Morally, 
the only difference between disfran- 
chisement by legislature or by indif- 
ference is a difference in responsi- } 
bility. In the city primary last Sep- 
tember—which is equivalent to an 
election—there were 7,154 votes cast, 
or one in 14.”

with the Salvation Army, they are open 
to bias. We have a few shots we have 
not fired from our artillery, and we may 
compelled to resort to a new kind of 
firing to help save the nation from drift- 
ing down to a veritable hell on earth.

Prevents French 


Dictatorship

London, November 26.—Diplomatic 
reports from Paris indicate that only 
the lack of a dominant personality 
like Benito Mussolini stands between 
France and an attempt to establish a 
French dictatorship. 

It is declared that the government- 
al machinery in Paris is so paralyzed 
that the French populace, with its in- 
nate common sense and its disgust. 
over the inability of the politicians to 
form a stable government, would rally 
to the support of any leader who 
showed sufficient strength to force 
himself to the front. 

The fact that diplomats here con- 
sider a coup d’etat most wnlikely is 
due to the belief that there is no 
leader in France strong enough to 
engineer such a movement. 

Some persons here foresee the re- 
- mote possibility of an attempted com- 
munist coup if the situation becomes 
worse. but they believe that if it oc- 
vurred, it would be crushed easily, 
merely resulting in a reaction which 
would cause the entrance of a strong 
conservative government. 

The eventual solution, it is believed, 
may be the dissolution of parliament. 
perhaps accompanied by a revision of 
the electoral laws. ‘These are blamed 
for causing the present chaos, due to 
the number of small parties repre- 
sented in the chamber. 

In well-informed circles here, it is 
believed the French solution will 
‘come soon. It is pointed out that 
France is in too solid a condition to 
brook | long delay. Nationally, the 
situation is excellent. with a favorable 
trade balance. thriving agriculture 
and no unemployment.

of student personnel work. Personnel 
work, which has only recently veen 
extended to the colleges, carries the 
meaning, along ‘with other meanings, 
that the student isa person whose fu- 
ture should be @ well balanced one be- 
tween successful work and regard for 
the other normal interests of life, with 
the aim of bringing about his fullest, 
tichest development, mentally and 
spiritually. 

The meeting, which took the form 
of a luncheon conference on October 
31, was the afternoon session of the 
meeting of the general executive board 
of the Sonthern Woman’s Educational 
Alliance. The meeting was presided 
over by Dr. W. Carson Ryan, Jr., as- 
sociate editor of School and Society 
and of the Journal of the National 
Education association and chairman 
of the educational policies committee 
of the alliance. 


Dr. Ryan’s Address. 

In opening the meeting Dr. Ryan 
characterizide the Southern Woman’s 
Edueational Alliance as one of the 
most important educational move- 
ments under way in the country and 
sketched the three phases of its work 
—the colege field, the field of the 
study of occupations and the field of 
guidance of the rural girl—saying 
that this program constitutes certain- 
ly the most important yocational at- 
tack that could be made.

The “Iliad” tells how kings of dif- 
ferent parts of Greece joined to attack 
Troy. Sailing theres in ships with 
their soldiers, they fought fiercely 
agaiast the Trojans. Gods and god- 
desses hovered over the scene, some 
helping one side and some the other. 
The war dragged on for years. 

One of the Greek heroes, the poem 
states, was Achilles. He fought against 
the chief Trojan warrior, Hector, end 
killed him. 

A clever Greek, Odysseus (or 
Ulysses), had the idea of making a 
sham retreat. A hollow wooden horse, 
filled with Greek soldiers was left 
behind; and the Trojans dragged it 
behind the walls of their city. In 
the dead of night, the soldiers left 
the horse and opened the city gates. 
The other Greeks entered and Troy 
was burned. 

We know, of course, that much 
of the poem is made up of fancy: 


but there may be some truth mixed 


with the fancy. Scientists have found 
the ruins of a city at the spot which 
the poem points to as the site of 
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Homer being crowned, as imagined by 
a Greek artist. We have had to 
elip the wings of the figures at the 
left to get the sketch in a single 
column. - 


Troy. The ruins show that the city 
was burned time and again, but it 
was built up each time. 

If there really was a Greek attack 
upoa Troy, there may have been a 
warrior named Achilles in the army. 
Some of the things told about him 
could not
